Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative presents remarks pertaining the 1 12 
rejections of claims 3 and 7-8 and the differences between the Schimion reference and the claimed invention. The 
applicant will consider to incorporate the subject matter of the plurality of heat exchanger elements being connected by 
a connecting tube, wherein the connecting tube has a longitudinal length shorter than the longitudinal length of each of 
the heat exchange element. The specification will also be amended to positively describe the incorporated limitation 
which was shown in the original drawings. The applicant will also consider to delete the subject matter of "coaxial 
passage" to overcome the 1 12th rejection. It appears that such proposed amendment will patentably define over 
Schimion. Upon a submission of a proper amendment, the application will be subject for an updated and further 
search. 
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
